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TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 6, 1973 


Meeting called to order at 8 P.M. by Moderator Robert Roby and 
with a prayer by Robert Austin. It was voted to dispense with read-: 
ing the warrant. Under Article 1, the newly-elected Town officers 
were read as follows: Selectman, 3 year term, Robert H. Pearson, 
Jr.; Road Agent, Robert Mock; Town Clerk, Ruth A. Stebbins; 
Treasurer, William E. Phelps; Tax Collector, Helen E. Scribner; 
Auditors, Mabel M. Anderson and Eleanor Richardson, all for a 1 
year term; Library trustee, Carol Creighton; Trustee of Trust 
Funds, Barbara Mock, both for 3 year terms. 

The zoning ordinance relative to minimum lot size for residential, 
mobile homes, commercial, industrial or business establishments 
was passed by 134 votes to 86 votes. 


Article 2. $22,200.00 was voted for town charges, as follows: 
Town Officers’ Salaries, $5,500.00; Town Officers’ Expenses and 
Town Reports, $1,700.00; Following a discussion about deletion of 
tax lists from town reports, it was voted to return to printing tax 
lists in town reports, as in the 1969 version. Voted $200.00 for Elec- 
tion and Registration, $1,000.00. General Expense; $1,500.00 for 
Expenses Town Hall and Other Town Buildings; $1,000.00 for Rent 
of Grange Hall; $3,900.00 for Police Department; $2 000.00, Fire 
Department; $2,000.00, Insurance; $200.00, Planning and Zoning; 
$500.00, Damages and Legal Expenses; $200.00, Civil Defense; 
$1,500.00 for Town Dump and $1,000.00 for Interest. 


Article 3. $15,000.00 was raised for Summer Maintenance, £12,- 
000.00 for Winter Maintenance and $200.00 for Street Lighting. 
$2,000.00 was raised to cover expense of getting snow equipment 
in shape. (General Expense Highway Dept.) 


Article. 4. $734.26 was raised for Class V road construction. 


Article 5. $500.00 voted for Town Poor and $500.00 for Old Age 
Assistance. 


Article 6. $1,320.00 was raised for support of the Town Library. 
Article 7. $3800.00 was raised for Old Home Day. 
Article 8. $2,000.00 was voted for care of cemeteries. 


Article 9. $68.00 was voted toward operating deficit of Concord 
Hospital. 


Article 10. Voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen to bor- 
row for the Town, by issusance of notes, a sum not exceeding $100,- 
000.00 in anticipation of taxes for the year 19738, said notes payable 
from said taxes within one year of issuance, and to authorize the 
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Board of Selectmen to determine the rate of interest on such notes 
and to provide for the sale thereof. Unanimous vote . . . 220 


Article 11. Discussion about the skating rink. ($300.00 was re- 
quested for the maintenance of the playground and skating area) 
Voted down the article as read but $300.00 was voted for Park & 
Playground. 


Article 12. Voted to purchase a new fire truck for $24,000.00, 
with $20,000.00 to be used from Revenue Sharing Funds and a sum 
not to exceed $4,000.00 to be raised by taxes in 1973; Yes—122 No— 
25. This vote followed a lengthy discussion about the expenditure 
of the Revenue Sharing Trust Fund; William Phelps registered a 
protest to the Selectmen concerning “the procedure used in present- 
ing the use of the Revenue Sharing Funds to the voters at this 
Meeting, on the grounds they have been denied their right of a 
choice as to what this money should be spent for.” 





Article 13. Folowing a report by Mrs. Geraldine Fereshetian, in 
behalf of the Pillsbury Lake Action Committee, the article to see 
if the town will vote to petition the New Hampshire State Tax 
Commission to re-value all taxable property of the Town, was voted 
to be tabled. 


Article 14. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a com- 
mittee to reccomend a sanitary landfill site and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for expenses. 


Article 15. Voted to designate Bashan and Gerrish Roads from 
Dingit Corner to Deer Meadow Road and Blackwater Road as scenic, 
under the provisions of RSA 253:17 & 18, for the purposes of pro- 
tecting and enchancing the scenic beauty of the Town of Webster. 


Article 16. There was a discussion and vote relative to raising 
$500.00 to aid in the support of the local kindergarten. This was 
defeated by a vote 80 — 29. 


Article 17. It was voted to cange the name of Webster Commun- 
ity Park to the William R. Pearson Memorial Park, in honor of 
“Bill” Pearson, son of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Pearson, Jr., of Webster. 


Article 18. Voted to authorize the establishment of a five member 
Parks and Recreation Commission whose members are to be ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen for three years. First appointments to 
be less than three years to establish sequence of appointments. 


Article 19. Voted to establish the term of road agent for a period 
of three years. First vote would be Town Meeting 1974. 


Article 20. Voted to have the town authorize a Town Tax Map 
Committee and appropriate $500.00 for expenses. 
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Article. 21. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Conserva- 
tion Commission as set forth in RSA-36A; said commission to con- 
sist of five members. Voted to pass over. 


Article 22. A standing vote of thanks was given to Jeremy Pen- 
dleton and Committee for their work in Memorial Park; appreciation 
also expressed to Police Chief James Roberts and our Police Dept. 

Duane Anderson stated that whereas three members of the Plann- 
ing Board were considering resigning from the Board, he wished to 
make a motion to have the Selectmen retain these same (three) 
members, if within their power to do so. So voted. 

The meeting adjourned.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
January 15, 1974 


Meeting opened at 7:00 P.M. with Moderator Robert Roby read- 
ing the warrant. Daniel Graham, of Nashua, president of Motor 
Recreation Corporation, explained plans to turn a large area on 
Little Hill (now the Leonard and Davis & Symonds properties) into 
«a recreation park, with trails for motor bikes and snowmobiles, 
catering to families, especially; seasonal rental planned. No perma- 
nent-type residences are wanted. Campsites are to be provided for 
rental, days, weeks or seasons. A restaurant, tavern, recreation 
hall and first aid station are planned. 

MRC is a corporation based in Delaware, registered in New 
Hampshire with stockholders in the Nashua area. 315,000 shares 
of stock out of 500,000 available, have been sold. 

Randolph Inman, Chairman of the Planning Board, remarked that 
once MRC is established and in operation, the town would have no 
control in the recreation area, as far as water pollution is concerned, 
etc. Mr. Graham stated that the Park would have a list of rules for 
those using the Park; police and fire protection would be provided 
by MRC and they would help the town with traffic control. Engineers 
have looked into the sanitary needs of the proposed area. Fishing 
and trapping would be possible but hunting is not feasible. Trails 
are to be kept natural, if possible and maintained and streams are 
to be bridged. 

Subdivision of land, for house lots, would be the alternative if the 
zoning ordinance passes. 

Duane Anderson requested the Selectmen and Planning Board 
members to be polled, for their opinions in this matter. Selectmen 
Paul Mock and Robert Pearson, Jr.,and Loren Scribner of the Plann- 
ing Board, were opposed to emergency zoning; David Batchelder 
and Randolph Inman, other Planning Board members were in favor 
of the zoning. 

The ordinance for zoning will be in effect for the period including 
two annual town meetings and will make Webster a residential-agri- 
cultural district. Appeals may be made to a Board of Variance, for 
those considering establishing businesses, etc. 

Selectmen Paul Mock and Robert Pearson, Jr., read the rules of 
the zoning ordinance, before the polls opened for a two hour period. 

Zoning was approved by a vote of 109 Yes 65 No.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


This started out to be a good year as far as fires were concerned.

In 
our case if it had not been for mutual aid help we would have lost 
a lot more at the Glendon fire. 

We have not got our new truck as of this date, but expect it any 
time. 

We have had good turnouts to our drills and regular meetings 
this past year. 

Our once a month club has bought a few things, and we will get 
more things after the new truck is delivered. 

I will at this time thank each and every one who helped to make 
this a good year for the fire company.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every 
town, city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire ward- 
en. Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not 
covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the 
fire warden. Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 
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9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is a commercial or industrial burn 
or it is raining. The fire warden is assisted in his work by the Dis- 
trict Forest Fire Chief who works for the Department of Resources 
and Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 

Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of 
the Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need with 
72% of the fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. 
Smokey the Bear is an important prevention tool but he still needs 
much help from the public. Parents should warn their children of 
the hazards of playing with matches. Children tend to forget that a 
lighted match held in their hand is a potential forest fire.

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POLICE REPORT 


In 1973 there was an increase of activities for the Webster Police 
Department in most areas except for motor vehicle accidents, which 
decreased sharply over the previous year. Crimes such as breaking 
and entering and burglary showed a definite increase. 

The department joined the Merrimack County Dispatch System 
last sumer and after we overcame a few minor difficulties, the sys- 
tem proved to be very helpful in the field of communications, pro- 
viding the town with almost instant law enforcement from Webster 
as well as other police agencies. I am in hopes that we can continue 
with this service. 

Last year we received from the crime commission a matching 
grant of $1,000.00 which was useful in supplementing the payroll. 
We are trying to seek more funds from the commission to again 
supplement the payroll for 1974. 

We are planning for more in-depth investigations on major crimes 
in the coming year, working with the Merrimack County Sheriff’s 
Office, State Police and other surrounding town Police Departments, 
hoping to decrease the crime rate in Webster. 

The Police Department is asking for an increase in the appropria- 
tion for the budget. This will be used for heavier patrols, investiga- 
tions and salaries. This is much needed by the men that serve you.

REPORT OF THE DUMP SITE COMMITTEE 


Where do you locate a new sanitary landfill dump in the Town of 
Webster ? 
A few of the questions faced by this committee: 
Acreage—suitable for trenching and covering? 
Drainage—near rivers, lakes or swamps? 
Accessability—what has to be done relative to roads? 
Existing Population—who is going to be offended living next 
to a dump? 
Land Acqusition—If land suitable can be found, can it be 
bought? 
Growth on Land—lIs extensive land clearing needed? 
Equipment—Something suitable for digging, compacting and 
covering. 
Costs—Acquisition, operation and maintenance. 
There are no easy answers to any of these questions. After a 
thorough discussion of an operational unit being set up in the Town 
of Webster, it was decided to talk with each of the surrounding 
towns. 
Salisbury—Apparently not to much to offer each other. 
Boscawen—Boscawen officials were interested to talk with the 
Webster committee and had started to do something on their own. 
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Their site being appropximately 80 acres off the Corn Hill Road. 
Their tentative offer was one of a rental or lease basis. Final terms 
have not been received. 

Warner—Warner was very much interested but hadn’t started 
to do anything. 

Hopkinton—Hopkinton was very much interested and raised the 
question of Hopkinton, Warner and Webster combining efforts in 
a study. 

It is with the joint study of Hopkinton and Warner that this 
committee has spent much of its time. The prime location being 
an additional 80 acres of land bordering and continuing easterly 
from the existing Hopkinton dump. The northern boundary line 
being the Hopkinton-Webster town line. At present an option has 
been taken on this land. Some test borings have been taken and 
found suitable. It is a conitnuation of an existing dump so no prob- 
lem is foreseen relative to public disapproval in the area. There is 
very little road work to be done due to existing roads in the area. 
Land was burned over a few years ago so growth clearing is a small 
problem. At present the study committee’s of these three towns 
favor joint ownership of land with the costs being apportioned on a 
per capita basis. The operational procedure is still in discussion as 
to Town ownership of equipment or to hire the digging and cover- 
ing by private contract. Tentative agreements for a governing body 
would be a separate unit with representatives from each town. 

At present it is quite evident that Hopkinton is going to go ahead 
with this plan, even on their own. Warners’ situation is not as 
affirmative at this time. 

Legal advice was sought from our Town Counsel and he advised 
against a lease or rental basis and favored the establishment of 
ownership and equity in some other agreement. 

Within the Town of Webster consideration was given to land lo- 
cated at Dingits Corner and to land located on Deer Meadow Road, 
Both of these sites seemed to be suitable but cannot be bought. 
There are very few possible dump sites in the Town of Webster.
